Field  Clearance  of  Radio  Snot  War  Messages 

The  Office  of  War  Information  will  "begin  on  January  18,  19^3.  a  nei>r  system  of 
placing  Government  war  messages  in  the  form  of  one-minute  "spots"  on  all  in- 
dividual stations  ("both  network  affiliates  and  independents),  as  described  in 
a  memorandum  from  Wallace  Kadderly  to  agency  radio  men  on  December  26. 

This  memorandum  outlines  in  greater  detail  arrangements  for  handling  radio 

spot  announcements  from  Agriculture' s  agencies  in  the  field  under  the  new  system. 

First,  this  concern?  only  one-minute  spot-announcement  war  messages.     These  do 
not  supersede  material  going  into  regularly  established  programs  carried  on 
by  any  Department  agency  or  combination  of  agencies.     Such  programs  or  material 
may  continue  to  be  used,  subject  only  to  the  general  provisions  of  OWI  regu- 
lations.    The  spot  announcement  plan  is,  in  reality,  a  new  service  offered  by 
OWI  to  place  spot  plugs  on  stations  in  the  field.     It  replaces  the  former 
"Station  War  Guide"  plan  under  which  stations  were  given  OWI  priorities  on 
war  information  from  Government  agencies. 

"Virtually  every  station  in  the  country  has  agreed  to  car ry  12  (if  a  network 
station)  and  l6  (if  non-affiliated)  one  minute  war  message  announcements  daily. 
Seventy-five  percent  of  these  will  be  prepared  in  Washington  as  transcriptions 
to  cover  all  national  announcement  needs  (including  agriculture).    The  other 
25  percent  will  be  sent  to  stations  from  regional  (not  branch)  OWI  offices  in 
copy  form,  to  cover  specific  local  problems,  including  agriculture.  There 
will  be  no  other  channel'  to  local  stations  on  spot  announcements  except  through 
OWI.    The  local  "package"  will  probably  be  prepared  in  the  OWE  regional  of- 
fices two  weeks  in  advance  of  broadcast  dates. 

The  Department  of  Agriculture  should  take  advantage  of  this  service  for  plac- 
ing spot  messages.    To  do  so,  it  will  be  necessary  to  set  up  a  plan  for  regu- 
lar field  clearance  of  agricultural  spots  in  or~er  that  regional  OWI  offices 
may  not  be  swamped  with  requests  from  USDA  agencies,  and  in  order  that  the 
available  spots  may  be  used  to  push  the  Department  efforts  which  arc  most  es- 
sential and  timely. 

For  this  reason,  all  USDA  agency  spot  announcement  war  messages  will  be  fil- 
tered through  regional  representatives  of  the  Field  Information  Service,  Office 
of  Information.    Because  of  the  difference  in  boundaries  of  USDA  agency  regions, 
Office  of  Information  regions,  and  OWI  regions,  an  arbitrary  assignment  of 
clearance  points  has  been  made.    Any  USDA  agency  originating  spot  announcements 
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for  regional  use  in  the  field  should  send  them  to  the  Office  of  Information 
Field  Service  office  or  offices  covering  the  desired  states  as  shown  by  this 
assignment  on  attached  page. 

In  each  case,  the  Field  Information  Servico  representative  will  work  out  with 
the  OWI  regional  office  such  items  as  deadlines,  form  of  announcement,  etc., 
and  will  transmit  such  information  to  all  USDA  agency  offices  ooorating  within 
the  states  assigned  to  his  clearance  noint.    OWI  will  require  the  announce- 
ment about  two  weeks  ahead  of  "broadcast,  and  Field  Information  Service  should 
"be  allowed  a  week  to  handle  and  forward  material.    Therefore,  USDA  war  message 
spot  announcements  should  be  prepared  and  transmitted  three  weeks  ahead  of 
broadcast  time  unless  regional  OWI  offices  are  able  to  s-oecify  shorter  dead- 
line periods.
